2. Citations and explanations 

Claims 1-5 

Document 1 (JP 3-24239 Y2 (Nikko Co., Ltd.), 27 May 
1991) discloses a model vehicle that is provided with a 
pair of left and right drive wheels, which are driven 
independently of each other by means of different drive 
motors; a pair of left and right wheels for steering; and 
a steering-wheel support structure, which supports the 
wheels so that they can be rotated around a specific 
steering axis and links the wheels so that they rotate 
together in the same direction. 

Document 2 (JP 61-2632 Y2 (Aoyagi Kinzoku Kogyo 
Yugen Kaisha) , 28 January 1986) indicates that it is 
possible to optimize the operational characteristics by 
adjusting the castor angle, the camber angle and the toe- 
in angle of the pair of left and right wheels for steering 
in the steering wheels support structure, which supports 
the wheels so that they can be rotated around a specific 
steering axis and links the wheels so that they rotate 
together in the same direction. 

Document 1 and document 2 both relate to structures 
for a model automobile; therefore, it would be obvious to 
a person skilled in the art to apply the technical feature 
that is disclosed in document 2 in accordance with the 
desired characteristics for the model automobile. 
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
